"+ 4. MOTHERS. ' 


The Canton Municipal Admtiiie- 
trative Council at its 153rd meet- 
ing unanimously passed a proposal 
submitted by the Buraau of Educa- 
tion to establish a ‘nursory home 
for the accommodation of children 
of the labouring classes, ‘whoso 
paronts, under the necessity of 


‘working to earn a livelihood, were 


unable to devote any attention to 
them during the time, - 

It was stated in tho proposal that 
social development was’ greatly 
handicapped owing to the ‘lack of 
education on thé part of. mosh if 
riot all, of the children of the lab; 
ouring: elasses, The need of a 
nursery home ‘vhere such children 
could be properly cared for dyring 
the day, and be given training]. 
facilities, !s keenly, felt. Canton 
possesses a ‘huge number of child- 
ren of this description, and to 
start an institution with accommo- 
dation for them all will be 9 very 
dificult problem, particularly in 
view of the financial stringency of 
the times. A start can bo made, 
however, on a modest scale. It is 
suggested that a small nursery be 
established in one of.the many fac- 
tory areas of the city where female 
workers are in the preponderance. 
An ‘institution capable of caring 
for eighty children is contemplat- 
ed. The Initial organisation ex- 
pense is expected to amount to 
slightly more than $3,000, while the 
monthly upkeep will probably re- 
quire $800, Jt is proposed to 
operate this small institution hs a 
trial nursery for a period of one 
year, and should results justify] 
expectations, more. institutions 
could then be establiahed through- 
out the city. '
